Food Adulterations. 


A.plance nt the possibilities whloh 


may be concealed in a cup of left of 
coffee will convince the reader of tha 
necessity of some method of determin- 
ing -the pure beverage,') while it need 
cause no ono to cjtsuy niinself his morn- 
ing or evening erijoyment. -The teas of 
comtnercB 'are known us black and 
green, the latter being the favorite with 
most housewives. 
In adulterating tea 


foreign leaves,; such as. ash, plum, birch, 
willow, poplar and hawthorn are used. 
A species of lie tea ia also manufactured, 
sometimes from tho dust of the leaves, 
but oftenerthe mixture of certain metals 
with other leaves anil a solution of 
starch. Mineral substances are used for 
artificial coloration, aud to increase the 
stringency. 
Sand, quartz, turmeric, 


soap-stone, Pnissinn-bliie, and the like 
are tlie:prm(;ij>ii! substaucas. • Chemical 
analysis is, of course, the only thorough: 
method of discovering tho adulterations ; 
but a close examination of tho tea-leaves 
after they have been boiled for some 
time'. will' show th;tt the foreign easily 
separate from the genuine tea-leaves, 
and lye-tea revolt's itself .by not unfold- 
ing unilei' boiling wuier. .• Quiirtz,.sand, 
or oxides of. iron reveal themselves by 
their gritty taste.

Coloring substances are discovered 


under tlie microscope. 
In: . roasted 


coffees, the main adulterations are in 
mixing inferior grades of berries with, 
those of good, quality. These can bo 
detected without troublo if .the purchaser 
will examine his purchase. 
In ground. 


coffee chicory is Miuh a favorite adulter- 
ation with tlie dealers, that', .they put 
chicory apailmonti in tlieir cuifee-ruills. 
Hye, roasted puas, wheat, corn, and 
beans, and other vegetables are also 
used. If the roasKul sttii'f cakes when 
pressed between tliu fillers', it has bean 
adulterated. A few pinchpi put in cold 
water will also determine its purity. 
The foreign substaucus fink to • the bot- 
tom, while the coffee I'pm.'iins'jBr a time 
on the surface. . It' llic water , bqconies 
deeply discolored, it i.s.anolher evidence. 
The sugar witii which the coffee or tea 
is sweetened is an easy prey to the greed 
of the grocers, (.{ineosci' usod perliaps 
most extensively, and is m aim factored 
expressly for the purpose. Starch, sand, 
chalk, gnm, bono-Mtist, 'and common 
salt are also used. 
Large-grained 


sugars are the purest, , because they are 
the hardest to adulterate. Cheap, brown 
sugars should be banished everywhere. 
A test-good enough for a-11 practical pur- 
poses is to put tho substance in clear- 
water, and, if thure is no sediment, the 
sugar can be cunsiderod. reasonably 
pure. Tlio "town pump," according to 
tradition, is the milkman's best friend. 
It causes trouble by necessitating the 
use of other adulterating agunts, such as 
chalk, to whiten milk, sugar to sweeten, 
salt to bring out its flavor, and annatto 
to give it thi1 proper tint. Milkis heavier 
than water, and a cork, floated with a 
thick wiru or darning-needle, will not: 
sink as de«|> in puns as in the adulterat- 
ed article. 


The baker is,. as untrustworthy as his 


fellows, and he will get us much water 
baked in his bread ns possible, by mix- 
ing tlie dough over a hot oven, after it 
has been well soaked. 
Potatoes and,- 


rice are also u-ind for tho same purpose, i 
and alum is worked in to neutralize 
damaged Hour and give the bread a 
winter appearance. 
Tlie whiter tho- 


bread the greater the adultt'rati'jri. . 


The methods of adulterating butter. 


are known to all, aud tlie less said about 
so greasy a-subjeet the less will be the 
loss of appetite, l^ard is easily detected, 
and the artificial coloring matter can 
also be told at sight. ' Lard and other 
animal fats are the main ingredients in 
adulterated cheese, and leaves of 'differ- 
ent herbs are used to give the imifh- : 
valued green color. Detection in many 
cases is diiVkMilt, but to always bear in 
mind the faiil Unit pure choose is never 
colored will be the bust guide for get- 
ting a good article. 
Tho whitest lard 


may be a composition of diseased ani- 
mal fats of a w;ixy nature, and it is a 
good plan to have a little nitrate of mer- 
cury on hand to mix with it. If- the stuff 
turns black- tin; lard is impure. 


In buying meat a practical 'familiarity 


with the nitiiliu and appearance of beef 
is the best safeguard. 
Immature veal is 


so profitable an article to the greedy 
dealer that it is weil to pass it, by alto- 
gether. A bright red, or flesh color, is 
the surest sign of fresh, healthy bout'. 
Whea the llesli is of n deep purple tint 
it is an indication that the animal has 
died without being; bled.

moat betrays itself by a sickly, corpse- 
like smell.

All who refer to 
the matter say that in undrained clay soils 
the wheat plant has suffered moit from the 
freezing, and that It is this cause chiefly 
that has lowered the per cent, of condition.
